COMMERCIAL ItATIO.
The ratio of actual value, the

rate at which gold and silver can
be exchanged. It is now thirty- -

one ounces of silver to one of
gold.

lar is exchangeable at par with
the standard dollar of the coun-.'- ..

THE GOLD STANDARD.

A FIFTY-CEN- T DOLLAR.

"THE CRIME OF '73.'

It Exists Only In tho Minds of Those Who
Un Not Know Facts.

For the benellt of tho thousands of
intelligent people who honestly believe

that a crime was committed surrepti
tiously against silver In 1873, Congress
man J. T. McCleary, of Minnesota, de-

voted considcitble time, In his gieat
speech of February 12, ton presentation
of the important facts connected with
the passago of the coinage net of 1S73.

Tho facts stand out so clearly and tell
such a straightforward story that it
would- - seem impossible that any fair--

minded man hhould, after rending tlicm,
continue to believe that there was any
"conspiracy" by anybody that caused
the nassntrc of this act. We can give but
a few of the more snllent points from
Mr. McCleary's speech on this point:

The original bill was prepared in the
treasury department in the winter of
1SG0-7- by John Jay Knox, then deputy
comptroller of the currency, under the
direction of George S. Uoutwell, then
secretary of the treasury. The laws

to tho mint hnd not been revised
for more than a generation, and much
confusion existed. This bill was largely
a codification of existing law, with such
improvements as experience suggested.

The first draft of the bill was sub-

mitted to leading experts on coinage
and currency in this country, and to
some in Europe. In this way the iews
of more than 30 men were obtained.
Their answers were transmitted to the
house in June, 1870, as a supplementary
report on tho bill. The consensus of
opinion of theso experts, and of those
who discussed the bill in congress, was
that it was simply to recognic legally
what had practically existed, since tho
act of 1S33, made gold the single stand-
ard of value and made silver subsidiary
and legal tender only for sums not ex-

ceeding five dollar.s
Tho bill as introduced distinctly dis-

continued the silver dollar. One of the
eight headings to the division in the
reports accompanying the bill was as
follows: "(C) Discontinuance of the sil-

ver dollar." This was printed in capi-

tals. The discontinuance of the silver
dollar was specially referred to in four
places in this report.

Contrary to the suppositions and
statements of many leading free silver-ite- s,

tho old ctandard dollars of 412'.,
grains was never in the coinage bill
passed in 1S73, and therefore it could
not, ns they allege, have been omitted
surreptitiously. In May, 1S02, the silver
dollar containing 3S1 grains was in-

troduced into the bill. Like the silver
half-dolla- it did not have "free coin-

age" or full tender. This was the dol-

lar which was afterward dropped out of
the bill and in place of which the trade
dollar of 420 grains wjth unlimited
coinage, but limited tender, was substi-
tuted.

From the contemporary records it is
clear that the bill was before congress
for about three years; that it-- as print-
ed 11 times separately and twice in re-

ports of the comptroller of the curren-
cy; that it was considered at length by
the finenco committee of the senate and
by the coinage committee of tho house
during five different sessions; that it
was carefully debated in both houses,
the debates in the senate occupying 00

columns and those in the house occupy-- ,
iug 7S columns of tho Congressional
Globe, and it finally passed substantial-
ly as it was originally introduced.
Every feature of the bill was thorough-
ly explained in tho original report ac-

companying the bill, and repeatedly
afterward in the debates on the bill it-

self.
There doubtless were persons in both

houses who did not pay attention to
cither the report or the discussionB, for
at that time such subjects were re-

garded as of interest only to experts,
but it certainly cannot be truthfully
said that they did not have full oppor-
tunity to know nil about it

So far as concerns the coinage of gold
and silver, there were just two impor
tant provisions in tho act of 1873
naincly, the unlimited coinage of gold
and the limited coinago of silver. Both
of these provisions have endured and
will endure, because, as I have shown
already, this is the only way in which
vve can have the use of both metals as
money at the same time. And though
come very excellent gentlemen in con-
gress in 1S78, when the wave of "free
silver" threatened to overwhelm every
one opposed to it, may have said some
foolish tilings about the act of 18(3, itis
n significant fact that not a single re-

publican of those quoted ns say ing theso
things, unless he lives in a silver-producin- g

state, has ever voted to repeal
tho essential provisions of the act of
1S73 above cited. Except ns to thctrado
dollar (which was inserted as a special
concession to the silver producers), the
act of 1S73, based upon the experience
of centuries, framed by men preeminent
for ability and integrity, discussed in
all its phases during tlje three years
when it was before congress, will bo
recorded in history as one of the wisest
and best pieces of legislation ever en-

acted by the congress of the United
States. Its details may be changed,
but its fundamental principles will en-

dure.
Occasionally we hear a man ask:

"Why didn't the newspapers say more
about tho act at tho timo of its pas-
sage?" Tho answer is plain. It was be-

cause of their being newspipcrs, not
ancient histories. Thero was nothing
new in principle or practice in tho bllL
It was largely a reenactment of exist-
ing' law, properly codified. Why did
the bill give gold unlimited coinage and
tender? Because all mint laws in ex-

istence did so. Why did 'it restrict tho
coinago of subsidiary silver and limit
Its tender to five dollars? Because thp30
were tho provisions of tho act of Feb-
ruary 21, 1S53. Why did it omit from
coinago tho old standard silver dollar?
Because that had been tho intent of
tho act of 1853. In 1853 tho dollnr wan
entirely out of circulation, and no at-

tempt was made to bring it back into
circulation. Why did it moke tho gold
dollar the unitof value? Becauseithad

I

really been tho metallic unit since 1834,
And this was the htowed intention of
the act of 1853. ,

The truth was that in 1872 the silver
dollar was worth for bullion 3 cents
more than the gold dollar unci that sil-

ver dollars hnd not been tn circulation
for many years. As Congressman
Hooper said on April 0, 1872, when dis-

cussing tho silver dptlar: "It does not
circulate now In commercial transact-
ions, with nny tountry, and tho con-
venience of these manufacturers in this
respect ban better be met by supplying
smnll stamped bars of the same stand-
ard, avoiding the useless expense of
coining the dollar for that purpose." '

And Mr. Kelley, who is reported ns
having said afterward that he "did not
know that the bill omitted the standard
silver dollar," said on this same dnyt
"It is Impossible to retain the double
standard. The values of gold and silver
continually fluctuate. You cannot de-

termine this year what vv ill be the rela-
tive vulues of gold and silver next year.
They were fifteen to one a short time
ago. They aie sixteen to one now."

"Hence all experience has shown that
you must have one standard coin which i

shall De a legal xcmier lor an outers,
and then you may promote your domes-
tic convenience by having u subsidiary
coinage of silver, which shall clrculnto
in all parts of your country as legal
tender for a limited amount nnd be
redeemed nt its face value by your gov-
ernment."

In another place in the same speech
Mr. Kelley bald: "Every coin that is
not gold is subsidiary."

Even Mr. Stewart, then ns now a
senator from Nevada, said on'February
20, 1874:

"By this process we shall como to
specie basis, and when the laboring
man receives a dollar it will have the
purchasing power of a dollar and he
will not be called upon to do what is
impossible for him or the pioduciug
classes to do, figure upon the exchanges,
figure upon the fluctuations, figure upon
tho gambling in New Yoik. But he
will know what his money is worth.
Gold is the universal standatd of the
world. Everybody knows what a dol-

lar in gold is worth."
The remarks of Mr. Kelley in the

house in 1872 and those of Senator
Stewart in 1871 show that at that time,
before the tremendous output of silver
turned men's heads, there was practi-
cally undivided opinion on the subject-- .

The bill had been before congress three
years, it had been repeatedly discussed,
there was nothing new or (startling In.

it, and hence there was no call for any
extended notice of its passage.

But tho facts nre seen to be that the
bill was passed openly and honestly.
It embodies the principles of sound
mintage, and it undoubtedly saved us
from going to a silver basis on tho re-

sumption of specie payments. And,
therefore, the men who framed it nnd
those who passed it deserve and will
receive the grateful thanks of our-
selves and our posterity.

After becoming acquainted with the
facts, how ridiculous seems the follow-
ing statement from Coin's Financial
School: "In tho language of Senator
Daniel, of Virginia, it (the act of 1873)
seems to havo gono through congress
'like the silent tread of a cat,' " Yet
this is but a sample of the false stafe-men- ts

made by most of the leading
The following summary of pro-

cedure indicates how "like the silent
tread of a cat" the act of 1873 stole
through congress:
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"All the great savings banks states,
with the exception of California, voted
for the gold plank at SU Louis," says tho
Boston Transcript "It is afe to ray
that the vote for the gold plank stood
for nearly seven-eighth- s of the total de-

posits, and perhaps more." These de-

posits, amounting to more than $1,700,-000,00- 0,

nro the rainy-da- y fcavlngs, as the
Transcript says, of tho "lolling mil-

lions" about whom the sllverltes are bo
greatly concerned. Tho Transcript
adds: "Reckoning their dependents,
theso depositors stand for a very con-

siderable proportion of the entire pop-

ulation of tho "United States. If treo
coinago triumphs, theso deposlta will
virtually be- cut In halves."

Look to your Itepreientathre.
"Tho fact that the friends of sound

money in the democratio party delayed
too long the fight against the silver
maduch.i that now seems to dominnto
tho party organization, should spur
them to renewed efforts to prevept the
election of a house of representatives
committed to the free coinage of silver,"
tho Wilmington (Del.) Every Evening
(dem.) says. "If this Is done, the dan-
ger will be averted, 'no matter whatsort
of a wild financial theorist may be
chosen president.'

A building permit was granted to
George Lauer, Eighth street.

Tho Landing committee reported
bidsicceived for repairing the wharf,
the lowest being $1.33 por squaro j'ard',
and recommending that the work bo

done. Upon motion the report was
adopted and the Engineer instructed to
prepare specifications and adyertlso for
bids.

The Fire committee reported that tho
new lire extinguisher, which lias been
on trial several months by the fire de
partmont, had given good satisfaction
and its purchase was requested by the
department. Upon motion the com-

mittee was instructed to make the pur-

chase.
The Engineer reported that the

measurements ' of round curbing on
Greene and Second streets, for which
extra allowance was claimed by the
paving couti actors, were substantially
correct. Upon motion the bill of Con-

tractor Day was allowed, Ridge voting
no.

Tho Third street paving contract,
with the bond of Contractor Berry in
the sum of $15,000, was submitted by
tho Solicitor and read by the Clerk.

Tho residents on Franklin street,

mates at ouco for sewering said street.
The Stieet committee reported in

favor of opening Mnriou street from
the alley between Second and Third
to Second street Upon motion the
committee was authorized to purchase
the land necessary for opening the
street at a price of S10 per front foot

In the matter of the proposed exten

A letter was received from Edward
Melsenhelder in. regard to the recent
investigation of Officer Knox, in which
the Mayor stated that although the
Police committee had exonerated the
officer, certain citizens were still dis-

satisfied, and ho therefor referred tho
matter to Council as a committee of the
whole. Upon motion Council endorsed
the action of tho Police committee by
a unanimous voto and summarily dis-

posed of the matter.
Tho Building committee recommend-

ed the payment of the bills outstand-
ing for the erection of the new orches-
tra stand in Muskingum Park. During
the discussion that followed Mr. Bach-ma- n

took occasion to say that some
members of Council occupied entirely
too much time in talking and was

applauded by the audience.
The billB were allowed, Henry and
Ridge voting no.
